fuel. The Jury waa impaneled with 
great difficulty , some score* of tuleamen 
having been set aside upon Ihrlrnfllrm- 
utivr answer to the ipieuthui; "Hava 
you formed or expressed an opinion 
whether It I* slander to call n man n 
federalist?** The first wl«ne*a for the 
plaintiff was nn old mail named Hern¬ 
don. reared in the wood* of Kentucky, 
who had moved from the Inllcr state to 
Indiana.
